District Implementation Committee for Development of Mewet Arca . 


This Committee will be constituted for conducting detailed surveys of the area , formulation 

of various schemes for overall developinent of the area and also increasing the income 
level of the people of the area . This agency will also be responsible for implement 
ation of these schemes after their approval by the Board . D.puty Commissioner , 
Gurgaon will be the Chairman of the Commiitee. For this 

purpose the existing 
Small Farmers Development Agency which will be the implementing agency , will 
be further broad -based and would include district level officers of different develop 
mental departments. The existing Small Farmers Development Agency which is a 
registered body under the Societies Registration Act, will be further strengthened by 
providing experts in different fields capable of undertaking detailed surveys and 

formulating area - based and beneficiary based schemes for the region . 
( ii ) Suitable funds will be placed at the disposal of this Ager.cy to enable it to implement 

these schemes and additional funds over and atove the normal l udgetary allccaiicn of 
different departments will te provided for implementing area bascd and beneficiary 

based schemes formulated by the agency for the development of the regi( n . 
( iii) The Chief Executive Officer of the Small Farmers Development Agency will be its principal 

officer for implementing the schemes at the field level. He will work urder the overall 
supervision and control of the Chairman of the District Implementation Committee and 
co -ordinate the implementation of the schemes of different departments. 


( iv ) Block Development and Panchayat Officers,would be reponsible for implementing the schemes 

in the block areas under the overall supervision and control of the Chicf Executive 

Officer of the Small Farmers Development Agency . 
(v ) The headquarter of the Chief Executive Officer , Small Farmers Development Agency and 

his staff will be at Gurgaon . 


4. The official members of the Board , the State Implementation Committee ard the District 
Implementation Committce will draw their travelling allowance from their respective departments. The 
non - official members shall be entitled to travelling allowance for attending the moetings of the Board / 
Committees in accordance with the instructions issued by the Haryana Government circular letter 
No. 704 -Pol( 4 ) -72/9855, dated the 16th April, 1972. Other instructions laid down in Travelling Allowance 
Rules for Government employees will also apply to the journeys performed by the non - official mcmters 
except where otherwise provided . The travelling allowance lo non -official members will be paid by the 
Small Farmers Development Agency, Gurgaon , from the grants placed at its disposal.

AWARD 
By order No. ID /RTK / 246 -B - 75 /69835 , dated 1st Dicember, 1975 the Governor of Haryana 
referred the following dispute belween the management of M /s. Ashoka Theatre ( P ) Ltd. Rohtak and 
its workman Shri Mangu Ram to this Court, for adjudication in excrcise of the powers conferred by 
clause (c) of sub- section (1) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 : 

“ Whether the termination of services of Shri Mangu Ran Gate Keeper was justified and in 

order ? If not ; to what relief is he entitled : 
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e 


The parties put in their appearance in respons : 10 the usual notices of reference sent to 


them . 


i he workman raised : demand daled 1st July, 1975 on the managem :nt concerned for his reinstate 
ment with continuity of service and fulj back wages on the allegations that the later illegally terminated 
his services with effect from Ilih February , 1975 without a signing any reasons and that they had 
obtain d his signatures on a blank paper on 7th D.cember, 1974 which he proposed to withdraw . 


The management while denying the allegations of the workman as referred to above , -vidi written 
statement filed by them , pleaded that he absented himself from duty with effect from 1st January , 1975 
and his name had to b : struck off the rolls of their employecs as a result of his continued long 
absence 


The workman reiterated the allegations made by him in the notice of demand and controverted 
the pleas of the Management concerned , - ride rejoinder filed by him with the result that the following 
issues were frumed by me.- vido order dated 2nd Dżember, 1976 : 

1. Wheth :r the workman ahvented himself from duty with effort from 1st January , 1975 and 

continued to do so , there atter till his name was struck off the muster rolls by the 

:lanagement as a result o his lone con inued absence ? 
? Whether the termination of services of Shri Mangu Ram was justified and in order ? If not, 

to what relief is he entitled ? 


I have heard learn d auihorised representatives of ihe parties with reference to the evidence led by 
thein and seen the record. 1 dovide the issues as under : 


IS No. 1. - The manager nt in order to prove this issue examined Shri Azad Singh Balcony 
Gite Keper of the Cinema MW - 1, Shri Sucha Ram Gate Keeper MW - 2, Shri Raj Kumar Chiel Booking 
Clerk MW - 1. Suri Shini Suroep Office. Clerk MW - t ani Shri Harish Buksai their Manager and 
Director MW.. 


Shri Azad Singh deposed that he saw Shi Mungu Ram workman concerned in the premises 
of the cinema during the months of November and December 1974 and never there after. Shri Sucha 
Ram güve out that he did notse ShiMaigu Ram in the premises of the Cini ma after 31st December, 
1974 and thai Shri Harish Bakshi Muniger of the Cinema gave him a letter Ex. M -1 addressed to 
Shri Mangu Ram on 5th January, 1975 for its delivery in the latte : and that Shri Mangu Ram refused 
to receive it from him in the presenc : of Sivi Raj Kumar who awompanied hiin ( Shri Sucha Ram ) 
and th :10 he signed the report Ex. M -1 A made by Shri Raj Kumar relating to the relusal of the 
workman to recolle thy lettur . Shri Raj Kumar coroborned the statement of Shri Sucha Ram while 
giving out that he did not see Shri Mangu Ram in the premises of the Cinema after December, 1974 . 
Shri Sidi Sirop Oflice ( lerk statid hat he maintained the register of attendance of employees of 
the line na and that there was no entry in this register of aitendance of Sri Mangu Ram after 31st 
Docuinber, !974 . Shri Harista Bakshi testifier that the nom of Shri Mangu Ram was struck of the 
rolls of the employes on lith January 97 ai a result of his lung continued absence with effect 
from in Janury, 1975 and that he delivered the letter EX M - i directing the workman to join his 
dutie , alier üb.cove le Sarıstri Raj Kumar and Sucha Ram on sth January , 1975 for its delivery to Shri 
Mangu Ram and that he received i. back wi.b a rep ir Ex . M - 1 A from Shri Raj Kumar. This is all 
the evidence le by the minagement. 


The workmull examined Shri Shanti Parkash one tim . Chairman of th : Board of Directors 
of the manager!lent concerned WW - 1 besides making his own slatemeni as his winess . Shri Shanti 
Parkash gave out that the workinan Shri Mangu Rami never ab sented himself froin duty and that 
his ervices were terminated illegally and that he ( Mangu Ram ) had been making complaints to him 
quite often that he had been merk d absent by ihe managenient in the uitena!!c register despite his 
having actually attended the dui:ts. He brought on cords the documents W - 1 10 W -5 . Shri Shanti 
Parkitsh :1dmitted that he had i led it suit in it Civil Court probably in May 1975 for declaration 
that he was ( hairman of the Bourd of Drector s and had obtained an ad inierim temporary injunction 
against the management concertad restraining the later trom removing hin fron the office of the 
Chuirman and that his application forg runt of temporary injunction was finally rejected . He further 
adm tted that there was a litigation penting between thu management concernca on the one hund and 
h s wife ::!ld a son in a civil Court and that the Manager of the Cinema had been disobeying 
his orders . He admitted that he never broughi the matter of disobedience of his orders by the 
Minager of the Cinema to the notice of the Directors in a meeting befors 1976 and that he brought 
this matter to the tice of the Directors in a meeting convened by his son Shri Ashok Kumar 
Malik in the year 1976 in he premia of the Cinema. He explained that no such meeting was ever 
called or convened before 1976 . 
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It would thus appear thit Sari Shanti Parkash and his wife and son had a litigation with 
the management concerned , so inuch so he had been removed from the office of the Chairman of the 
Board of Directors and had to file a suit feeling agrieved of the orders of his removal from that office . 
He cannot thus be called an independant witness by any stretch of imagination . He could not give 
good reasons for his statement that the workman never absented himself from duty . He seems to 
have only relied on a complaint made to him by the workm ın in this connection and conveyed his 
desire to the Manager of the Cinema, -vide letter Ex. W -5 , W - 4 to mark him present on duty without 
ascertaining the actual position and enquiring into the matter , His statement has thus no value and 
does not tend to establish the case of the workman that he had been marked absent despite his having 
attended his duties regularly from 1st January , 1975 to 11th January , 1975 . 


Ex . W - 3 is a complaint made by some of the workmen including Shri Mangu Ram that their 
signatures had been obtained by the Manager on a blank paper. 

a blank paper. Ex. W -2 is the copy of the resolution 
adopted by the Board of Directors authorising Shri Shanti Parkash WW - 1 to cff.ct economy in the staff. 
Ex , W -l is the copy of clause 26 (a ) of the artical of association of the Cinema authorising the Chairman 
and the Directors to remove the workmen from duty . None of these documents is thus obviously of any 
assistance to the applicant. 

The solitary oral statement of the applicant that he remained present on duty till the end of 
February, 1975 stands rebutted by th : documentary evidence relied on by the management as referred to 
above and does not as such in absence of any coroboration inspire confidence . It is further pertinent to 
not that the workman admittedly raised a demand on the manag :ment for his reinstatement for the first 
time on 1st July , 1975 about 4 months after the alleged termination of his services . The delay thus 
made by him in secking relief tends to support the case of the management that he absented himself from 
duty and his servicer were not terminated . There is nothing on record to lead me to disbelieve any of the 
witnesses examined by the management and I, as such fully rely on their statements and hold that the name 
of the workman was struck of the rolls of the employees of the management as a result of his continued 
absence from 1st January , 1975 to 11th January 1975 despite notice to him to attend his duties. I, accord 
ingly decide this issue in favour of the management . 


Issue No. 2. - As a result of my findings on issue No. I this is obviously not a case of terminat 
ion of services of the workman by the management and the former is not entitled to any relief, I, decide 
this issue accordingly and answer the reference while returning the award in these terms.
